-Mr. Byron Urennan, British consul at 
Shanghai, who is now- in London, eayu 
that these Mohuiuniedan troops are arm- 
ed with machine guns and repeating 
rifles. 

London, June 14.— A special despatch 
from Shanghai says an unooutimuHl r»,- 
port has reached there from Tiou Tsin 
to the effect that a foreign legation has 
bepn^burned and that a minteter.has.been 
killed. The names, it is added, are

report.

Colonel Prior Says the People 
Will Not Be Satisfied 
With It. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 
Ottawa, J um; 14.— Col. Prior's forecast 

of the govormnent's anti-Chinese iiolicy 
was correct. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier's amendment to- 
day must be a great disappointment to 
tlie people of • Britisli Columbia. Ho 
said some desired absolute excIu.sion, 
ami others a Uir. of $500. Tho goverii- 
nuMit did ii()t intend to go so far as oiUier 
iiMpiest. It wa.s proposed to increase 
the ta.\ to ^!100. He recognizcil tliat 
this would not meet the views of the 
Pacific Coast, but it was nlsi> proposed 
(o appoint a etuumissiou to ascertain the 
extent of .lapauese immigration, so us to 
report tlie facts ,*o the British govern- 
ment. As to the .lapancse, the govern- 
ment had been asked to adopt the .Vaial 
.Vet, which required all Orientals admit- 
ted to bo able to use one European lan- 
guage. Sir Wilfrid did not think the 
time opportune tty deal in any unfriendly 
way with Japanese. Tlie condition of 
alTairs in Asia was such tliat ICnglaml 
might need a close alliance with ,Tapan. 

Col. Prior reminded Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
ricr that during the last campaign the 
Premier had sent a telegram promi.sing 
lo deal witli the Chiueso immigration in 
accordance with the wishes of the people 
of British Columbia. Col. Prior could 
assure him that the proposed legislation 
would not satisfy the people. He could 
not Re<> why .Tnpnn would object to an 
educational test in Cnnnda any more 
than in other colonies. 

Clarke Wallace said Chinese should be 
excluded altogether. 

The bill was read a first time. 

By a vote of 50 to 32 the lious(> re- 
jeetofl the amendment of Dr. Borden to 
widen the scope of the electoral commis- 
sion. Tho result was greeted with loud 
(iliposition applause. 

Mr. Monk formulated charges againsi 
I lie government respecting purchase of 
emergency rations, but Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier again asked that the motion be de- 
ft rrod.

Weir caught the muzzle 
of the rifle and the l)ayonet i>afised over 
his shoulder. For a moment serious 
trouble between the British and Frencli 
was iniminout, but tlie prompt action ot 
the English consular and navy olllcers, 
backed by the linited States consul and 
the \f ailway' onicials, prevented a . colli- 
sion.'- Conciliatory expressions were ex- 
cliangod, the French consul withdrew his 
opposition and the British remained in 
charge of the engine as 'before.

There vill be additional 
disappointment because the government 
has failed to introduce any provision 
similar to tlnwo of the Natal .-Vet. 

We are very fjlad, ho^#eve^, to see that 
Sir Wilfriil Latirier has lieen brought to 
s.'e the nrressity of iniineilinte inve^li- 
iralion into the \vhol,. qiirslion of riiiiiest> 
and .T.ap.Miiese iiimiigrat ion, r.n.l it.; of 
feelri upon Ihe hilmr niarki^l and olher- 
wise. Such nn inquiry, if honestly con- 
ducted, with a desire to get at the ae. 
tnnl facts, must be prodtietive of a rre.it 
deal of good. The Cidonist has already 
iirucil I his coui--e, and t le-i'cf on> jrives 
Ihe proposal its niuinalified eiidiirseinent. 

We are also glad to see that the Pre- 
mier only regards the doubling of the 
!ie;id \:\x as a stpj) in the ri;.'lil direi-tion 
and nol .-is .-i finality. This leiiil.^ u-. to 
think that after the fails have been 
gathered by the proposed cnminission, ad- 
ditional legislation will he granted. In

The School l>onrd h.id the cigarette 
evil brought under its notice at its meet- 
ing on Wednesday. This i.s a matter 
upon which some tiction. is nece.s-iary. We 
do not care, as ii rule, to advoe.Tte any- 
thing calcnlateii to rwlrict individual lib- 
erty, liul there an' some things whicli 
call for interference. Cigarette smoking 
especially by young lads, is one of them. 
Wo find the following in an exchange: 

Chicago is not famed for its .sam'tity. 
hul it has some common sense lef^, and 
il has materialized in the iilacing of the 
<Mgarette smoker under a l)an by one 
railroad company and three large mercm- 
tile firnifi. About 1.100 persons are nf- 
focted by this regulation, some 0(K> of 
them being young men and boys. It is 
stated that nearly two-thirds of these 
youths have been nsing these baleful 
"smokes," and now they must either qnlt 
the habit or their work. The reasons 
given for the prohibition are as foIl<n\B; 

(1) Offensive breath to customers and 
non-ci(farette-users. 

(2) This form of nicotine demoralizes 
the employees and afft>cts their honewty. 

I^t The use of cigarettes makes em- 
idoyees nervous. 

(-1 Tlic stunting of growth in boys: 
the bofogment of memory; impairment of 
iidcdleot. 

(.")! I'liysicuiJy the elTeet is such tJiat 
rile employers cannot get tho best sor- 
\ ices rri>m tlieir employri'S. 

Other l)ii.^iness houses .'ire being im- 
liortiiiied to join in the movement in that 
I'ity. Tlie tobacco ma iiufactnrers rln-m- 
■jel'viT^ are greatly lo blame for their hell- 
ImIi greed in miinnfactiiriiii:, and the deal- 
ers for ooniiiviiig at tlie iii.aimfai'nire of 
siieii infenial mnchines as the modern 
eigardte: which eonlaiiis little tobai^'o, 
and inneh that i~ pernicious to heiilrb. of- 
ten aitually poisonous to the blond and 
Hliperiiidiicliig ilruiikenno-v. :iiiil the use of 
cocaine, opium, etc., because mm. co- 
cnini', etc.. .''re used lo Ibivor tile hi- 
sipirl .stuff of whii h the cl^riiret.ii's are 
usiislly made. The writer knew two boys, 
in rhe same family, iiL'ed Hi and IS, wlio 
dii^d ^vilhin six weeks of each other, from 
Ihe use of tlie (loudly ciL'arette. 

Surely tliero is enongh in sneh a ."stat-o 
of thingn to call for action. Wo confess 
to being niideeided as to what coiir--e to 
recomineud, short ol' tic ab.^oliitc prolii- 
blrion of the manuractiire an. I sale of 
cigaridles. There may he some loss 
heroic measure that will meet tlie <'ase 
and keep young boys from dtiiug them- 
selves pernmnent injury by what .api>e!iTr« 
to be an innocent hahil; and if there is 
wr would like to 1m> toM wh.lt it is, si 
t;hat we can do our ^imre towards iigitat 
Ing for its adoiitioii. 



PROHIBITION IN .MANITOH.V. 



Hugh .Tohn Macdonnld has attempted 
a ver.v serious experiment in introducing 
a prohi!)itory Jaw into the Manitoba legifi- 
lature. He eays it is riot ii political 
measure, and the fact that Mr. Green- 
wa.v, the ex-premier, has charaoterizod it 
as one of tho greatest reforms ever nn- 
dertaken in Canada will do much to re- 
move ;>avty opiiociition. The progress of 
the liiil tio.-ough the house will be watch- 
ed witli {-real interctst, Init much more 
depends v,ion tho fate of the measure 
when itfi ronstitntionnlity is tested, as it 
is certain '.o be, and after that npon tho 
mnniu'r in -vliicli it is enforced. If tho 
liiiw is sitnpl.v enacted and then allowed 
to remain a dead letter for want of rigor- 
ous cnforceinent, the last stage of tho 
movement will be worse than the first. 



This was the tronhlo witli the Scott .\ct. 
The enforcement of any .simiptuary law is 
attended with difllculty. A prohibitory 
law makes somethiuf? an offence against 
the law, which previously was legal un- 
der certain conditions. Tli|. old common 
law dilTereutialion between offences, an 
those that are "mala pruhibita" and those 
that are "nntla in so," thai is, those acts 
which are wrong merely heeausi' thi'y 
are prohibit. il niid those which are in- 
trinsically wroug, uiunt be kept in mind 
when dealing with the liquor question. 
We all recognize certain things as in- 
trinsically wrong, such as theft, ninrder 
treason and the like. We do not regard 
smuggling, till' carrying on of a husines,-i 
without a license or the violation of tin' 
fisheries regulations as wrongful acts in 
themselves. They are wrong only because 
tho doing of them has been prohihiteil by 
th.-^ law niakiivg power. Men consider it 
to he their duly to assist in hrhigiug to 
jtistiee those who do thingB regarded as 
intrinsically wrung. No discredit at- 
taches to tho man. but rather, tho reverse, 
who exerts himself to convict a murderer 
or a thief: but tho majority of people do 
not feel called upon to aid Ihe oHicors 
of the law in iiujmsing penalties for the 
oUior dims of offences. Law-abiding 
citizeuH may be quite well aware that 
the license law, or the customs law is 
lieing violated, but' they will hesitate 
! about giving information to the aiithor- 
j itios, and in nine cases out of ton will 
I shirk giving evidence in the ease. There 
I was nudouhtodly much open and flagrant 
I perjury in connection with tho enforce- 
i ment of the Scott Act. But this wan not 
I the reason why the act was so largely a 
^ failure. The real cause was the indif- 
] fercnce of the community. Thousands of 
pooiile vote fi)r prohibition because they 
honestly believe it to be a good thing, 
hut they :ire riot willing to bear the ex- 
pense of the eiiforceiiii'iit of the law, or 
to do their share as eitizeiiM to assist in 
itu euforcemout. Yet the best devised 
pnJiibitory law will be an utter failure 
nnles.; it is rigidly enforced, ^\■e do not 
me.iii that it imi>t he so enforced that no 
liiiuor will be sold in. the couununity. 
Men will violate any law. Tho fact that 
death is the punishment for murder ban 
tii.t wholly rontrained jieople from killing 
their neighbors, and the penalties im- 
posed upon thoflo will) violate iirohibitory 
legiiilatioii will never l)e sulllcient to do- 
tor everyone from violation of the lav,--. At 
the yarae time, tho sale of liquor openly 
can lie stopped, and tho surreptitious salo 
can he kept di>wn to a minimum. To do 
this will cost nioney and give Ihe anlJior- 
ities a groat deal of Irouhle; hut it can 
be done. In .spite of all that is said to 
Ui6 contrary, tho Maine law Is en- 
forced in the smaller towns and the rural 
districts of .M.-iine, and in Kome parts of 
Easliuii Canada tho S<-ott Act lias been 
a siicc(>sfl. If the proposed Manitoba pro- 
hibitory l.iw is determined to lie couHti- 
tiltional, it can be enforced, but the en- 
forcement will call for great vigil.-ince 
and coiifiiderahli. expense. That Kiich a 
lav, properly enforced will tlo much good 
cannot ibe successfully denied.

Steamer Duke of Kite, another of the 
chartered eteamers of the Northern Pa- 
cific fleet, arrived at the outer wharf 
from the ports of Japan and China yoa- 
terday morning, and, as told in yester- 
day'B Colouiat, she landed another big 
crowd of Japanese. There were in all 
429 Asiaties, and of these 350 Japanese 
and 11 Chinese were landed here. No 
European iMtseengerB were carried. The 
cargo— a fair one— Included some confiign 
meuts of this year's tea. Sixty tons 
were landed at the outer wharf, uioatly 
curios. Thiti is the first. -fc-isit here of the 
Steamer, which makes one more trip un 
der her ■present charter. Before being 
taken over by the Dodwells she was en- 
gaged for a time In trooping for the 
United States, 

According to news received by her, 
plague is on the increase instead of abat- 
ing at Otiaka, and quarantine ban been 
declared at Japanese ports on all steam- 
ers coming from there. The German 
ship Adelaide, particulars of the wreck 
of which have been given in thetic col- 
umns, has been sold to Japaneee, as she 
lies badly batti'red on the Japanese coast. 

Mail ad^icLii were brought by the 
Steamer Dnko of Fife of a battle which 
occurred on the 20th ult., fifty li sotith 
of Poatiugtu, afterwards seized by the 
Boxers, near a place called Chiaiigclii- 
achaung. The battle wati a warmly 
contested one, and after seven hourts' 
lighting the Christians succeeded in de- 
feating and routing tlio Bo.xers, with a 
loss of seventy killed, the victors hav- 
ing only one killed and six wounded. It 
tjeema that a uiob of two thousand Box- 
ens attacke<i the Koman Catholic village. 
The villagerH, nearly all Chinese con- 
verts of the Koman Catholic mission, liad 
anticipated the attack and wore well 
armed with fire arms, whereas the at- 
tacking Boxers were a ruled only with 
iroa-shod poles, hatchets, clubs, stoncH 
and kniveti. The Boxers came right on 
into the gatw of the city, which nere 
left open, and then as they entered, cnv- 
rying their Hags, with yellow ground and 
re<l border, and their josscs in a big car- 
the villagers poured in a heavy fire from 
«omc oi tho nearby houses. The Borers 
were taken completely by surprise, for 
they bad anticipated an easy victor}-. 
They could not see any of the defenders, 
for they were all firing from windows 
and behind pallisades and barricades, 
which had been put up in readines« for 
tho attack. However, their dismay was 
only momoJitary, for they soon came 
again to the attack, shouting, "Down 
with the foreign religions!" They fought 
their way to a big open space, and there 
endeavored to make a «taud, but the 
Gatholic«, many fighting from their 
house-roofs, poured in such a fire that 
thej were obliged to fall back. 

Attack after attack watt made, and 
every time the attacking Boxers were 
i-arried back. At lengtli. aftiT s(.'ven 
hours' lighting, the rebeiri fled in disor- 
der. The villagers afterwards went (mt 
and counted no lesrt than neventy dead 
Boxers besides the wounded. Their loes 



was but one killed and six wounded, 
which goes to show that they used tJieir 
cover well. 

From Japan comes the ncwe< that In 
view of the propoised immense augmenta- 
tion of the naval forces of other powers, 
the Japanese naval authorities are about 
to enter on their third naval programme, 
as it is termed, in contradistinction to the 
first and second programmes already car- 
ried out. The interest accruing on the 
naval funds amounts to three million 
yen per annum. This sum is to be aug- 
mented by two million yen from the 
treasury, and thus five million yen will 
be yearly devoted to tho scheme — a sum 
juat stitllcient to cover ono-third the cost 
of a battleship, provided the price of 
steel and other materials remain at the 
present rate. But the chances are that 
the price of materialu will increase in 
price year after year, and by the time 
iiftcen ijiilllon yea is collected, It will 
bo found inaJciiuato for defraying the 
cost. Such is the opinion held by naval 
experts, and men like Admiral Iiiouyo ac- 
cordingly recommend tho construction of 
torpedo destroyers. Thit; chiton -of boat 
eostt* about half a million yen, so that 
thirty destroyers can be built for the 
price of one battleship. The recent na- 
val manoeuvres clearly demonstrated 
their ettlcieucy; in fact, it has b('(^n clearly 
proved that even a battleship would have 
Hmall chance of escape if attacked by a 
niimlier of destroyers. The torpedo 
store-ship, which was to be built accord- 
ing to the second programme, was aban- 
doned for similar reasons, and miu-e de- 
stroyers will be built instead. It is an- 
ticipated that the third programme will 
aiitliori/.e the contitruction- of torpedo 
boat detitroyers only.

Otunva, .iiiiii' 9.— This has been a great 
fweck for the Consur^-iitivu party in par- 
liament, and correspondingly a disastrous 
one for Ihf guvurnuu'iit. Early in tho 
•woclc Mr. Mniik. the brilliant rL'i)ri\<oiitii- 
tive ot .lat-iiuos Cartier, save tho niiuip- 
ters notice that he was about to brint; a 
subject boforo the house on whioli lio 
would ri-quirL' full explanatimi. Mr. 
Monk Rave tliis nuiico ur; a uiattor of 
courtcriy to the iniiiist(>rs, .';o Llint they 
inisht not bo taken unawaros. Tlio (jiios- 
tiou at issue related to tbe imrcha.se of 
nutritious U»n\ known as ••uinorj,'en(-j- ra- 
tions," and as tlu' discnssion dovoloitod 
it wa« painfully evident that tlio fjovern- 
mont had been duped in re;;arcl to these 
silltplios, and tliat tliere luid been jiross 
UL'gligence on the part of the Ministi'r of 
■Militia. Mr. Monk said he hail infor- 
niation leadin- to the l)elief that a gross 
injustice Imd l)een done to tho Canadian 
soldiers. ll<- asked for an investitrntion 
into ci'rtain allo^rations made in tlu' Mil- 
itarv Ciazotto and supiiorted by certain 
facts. More than a year aijo Dr. Devlin, 
Montreal, hronglit to tbe attention of tin' 
militia department a ..•oni'ontrated and 
condensed food called proteiuo, which the 
department cauticd to be tested iu the 
permanent force at Kingston. The re- 
sult of tho test of this food, which was 
fed to n number of soldlei% in April of 
last year, was so entisfaotory that when 
tlie second contingent was sent to South 
Africa it was deemed advisable to pro- 
cure a supply. Accordingly 2,300 pounds 
.were purchased, at $2 per pound. Menii- 
•nrbile r)r. Devlin had become associated 
wifi another company of manufacturer.s. 
.The goods supplied by this firm was call- 
ed Titalino, and this was houprlit by the 
department. Mr. Monk says tliat a can 
of this latter food was recently tested by 
a. Montreal analyst, who reported that it 
contained only 17 per cent, of iiroteine. 
whereas tlie genuine article tiT,teil at 
KinRston contained GO per cent. It is 
charged that the goods sent to Africa 
wore worth only 10 centw a pound, in- 
stead OL S-. Mr. Monk said ho ilid not 
■make a charge against the minister, but 
lie held that it was duo to our soldiers, 
■who were giving their lives for the coun- 
trv, that the matter should be investignt- 
od". He, therefore, asked for a select 
committee.

Sealers of Quatsino Have a 
Report That the Pioneer 
Has Been Found. 



The Schooner Dismasted and 
Gutted and Skeletons in 
Her Hold. 



A Sorrow Dance Being Held to

Steamer Queen City, whidi returned 
from Naa*, and way ports j-cstcrdny 
nioruiiiji, lirotiglit n iTrucsomo story froui 
Quattiiiio which revives ones of the uiot^t 
tragic in tho history of sealing disaster 
The HOWS is given by a correepondent at 
Cjuutsiiio, wlio carried his advices over 
the short trail to Hardy Buy, at which 
point the steamer <^allod on this trip, and 
allowed of lii/i .seudiiig the iit^ws down 
by her. 

The newH givoii by hiiu is to the efTert 
thii t tlic siwQshes of the Q.uutsino ran- 
chericu claim tliat they hnvo receive*! in- 
formation that the Jong-lost schooner 
Pioneer, last seen -by Capt. George I loat- 
cr, ou October 4, when his votvsel— die 
Aiiioku — spoke her as .she wnH coming 
down from the Behriiig sea, with her 
catch of «vkiiis, has been founil. Tliey 
say thL- waves whicli liave tofised her 
for the past two joars have broken off 
both her ma.sts M the deck auil her rud- 
dier autl deck gear it; all gone, not a ves- 
tige rejuaiuiiig but tlie wave-wafihed Inill. 

.Vcconiing to this information, which 
the Indians allege that they have re 
ceivod, the lost Cajit. Locke and his un 
fortunnto crew all inet tlie.ir death on 
board the .schooner, or nearly all, for 
they claim that tho skeleloun of the long- 
lost Healers were found on board tin 
derilwt. That of I^miis, the Indian 
"boss" hunter, wa« missing, though, the 
IndiajJti nay, with one or more of the 
oLlier.s. 

None of the whiti' population of Quat- 
sino could learn from liio Indians wlu'iico 
they had learned of the finding of t!i 
wreck, or where tin- remains of the old 
I'ioneer had been discovered. The ei- 
washes were far too excited to give an.\ 
connected idea of bow they had ri>ceiv 
ed the uewH or other particulars oi; tlu 
strange find, if find there has been, fur 
tier thiin that the badly wreckod schooii 
er witli its ghastly freight had ai 
length been found, after its vagrant 
waiideringK of two yenrc .about tho North 
l'a<-itic or, it may be, other aens. 

Thej- were positive of tho fact that 
the schooner had been fo-iind. and were 
holding n sorrow dance at (^uMt.-^inii to 
mourn again tlio tribesnteji who \ver( 
lust in the disapter to the s<-!uioner. In 
■diaii f-tories, as a rule, are lint given 
credeiK-i- on the tirst report, for many 
of tlie reports given by tlie IndiaiiM have 
be(>ji jiroveii falKc, and mariners do not 
lliink taint a vessel would have floiited so 
long without a clue being found, but. 
ou tlie otlier liaiiil, there have btH-n in- 
staiu.-i!s when the titories brought by the 
Indians of marine disaster, seemingly 
tmaccoiujlable at the time, have after- 
war<ls been found to be true in every par. 
ticular. The Indiiitifi seem to liavo some 
way of getting uewt4 up and down the 
<-oast, for on many oc'casionK reports of 
(liffi'rent matters have been known to 
travel up the const faster thuji it could 
be carried by canoe or over the trails. 

Be the story tnie or ftilse, though, the 
fact remains that the siwashes have 
ceiHed it as fact and are iiillicting all 
nmnners of torturers ou themiielvfts while 
participating in the sorrow dance, l.eil 
liy the "hamatsu" of the village, the In 
(lians are making night hideous at Quat- 
t-'mo with their howls and cries, and many 
have placed needles on their nails and 
were scratching their faces until they 
are red with blood. Tlie women espi^ 
daily are torturing themselves, laceratin 
and .scratching their bodies and face«. 
iire most earnestly mourning tlie fact of 
I lie loss of the long-dead sealers. 

One alone is not mourned Viy many. 
This unniourned man is Louis, the Imss 
hunter, who leads the Indi.-ni i-n-w. He 
is considered to be tlie .loiiah, heeaiisc 
()]■ wlK.t^i' prc.'--ence on liiiard tlie sriiooner 
way deritroyed liy tlu' .Sakliali Tyei^-the 
(Jreat .Sxiirit. 

This Louis was accused, before a Vic- 
ton. i court three yearn ago, of unirderiKg 
a fiJIow-tribesman named .McKaye, and 
lie was acquitted on the ground that the 
evidence was insuQlcicnt to convict. Il(! 
went back to the Conut ti free lunii, and 
went again to the sealing business. Tlie 
siwashes, Ihoiigb, all believed him to lie 
guilty of the muril! r — and when the 
Hchooner wan lost eacfli and every Indian 
hunter put the disaster down to "the fact 
that God was taking vengeance ou Iy<mi» 
for the Quatsino uiurder. This . criin<', 
whic h occupied the ntlentioii of the Vic- 
tori-i courts three years ago, was a very 
strange one. Tliere was little dire<_'t evi- 
deiu'e to j)rov(> tlie crime beyond the fact 
that the man McKaye was mih-fiing, and 
a piece of flesh had been found floating 
in a .stream near the cabin of Ijouis. The 
flesh was brought here, and on e.vauiin- 
ation l)y Dr. Kirker. of tlie Xaval Iios- 
pital, was found to bo that of a human 
in.'iiig. .-V sluirt Indian club, on which 
were blond stains, lviis also brouglit 
down, mid an examination was made at 
tho cbeiiiical works to verify the fact 
that the stains on it were clots of Innuim 
blood. An Indian woman, Daisy, who 
was brought down and held sinue time as 
a necessary witness, is still living in 
tills city. As said before, tlioiigh, the 
murder was never proven against Louis, 
and he- was acquitted. 

To show how strong was the belief 
iimong'thc Indians that Louis' was guilty 
of the ct^mc, when the sealing scboonerH 



were returning from the Bchriug sea in 
the fall of 1898, when the I'ioneer vaa 
lost, tho captain of the selling, schoon- 
er Diana was awakened from hie .bunli 
bv one of his Indians, who claimed to 
havo .a vision that tho Tioneer - had 
Crokcn up in a storm, and LouiAHKas 
seen in the vision Struggling in the wat- 
er. This w(is on October 0, 189S, five 
days after the lost schooner was seen 
for tho last time. A few days later the 
Diana reached Quatsino, and when they 
found that the Pioneer had not arrived' 
there, they mourned her as lost. 

Thi-s Indian -ivho claims to have had 
the vision in which he saw the disaster 
to tho I'ioneer has a reputation as a 
"seer" on the Coast, and the Indians 
readily believed his story. 

The master of the sealing schooner 
awakened by tho Indian "seer" is now in 
port, and he tells the incident as follows: 
The Diana had been running before u 
high sea nil day. and about midnight he 
turned in. He had been in his hunk but 
an hour when Tom, thi? Indian "inifs"— 
the head sealer— came and woko him up. 
Tom had been in his bunk asleep and, he 
said, he had been awjikeuod by a vision. 
He saw in this vision the schooner Diana 
plunging and tossing, and suddenly she 
was struck by a heavy sea and broke up. 
Louis was Been stru(,'gling in the water. 
Nothing was seen of the ..ther men. 

Tho captain said he told Tom to go 
back to bed and that he was dreaming; 
the Pioneer was all right. But the In- 
dian said; No, tho Pioneer was all gone 
—he was sure of that. 

"The White Tyee in Victoria had let 
Louis go, but tho Saghla Tyee had got 
him now," said the Indian. 

From that time ou the Pioneer was lost, 
in as far as the Indians on the Diana 
were concerned, and the luonruing for 
tho lost ones began as soon as they roach- 
(kI Quatsino. 

The Pioneer was owiieil by .\ . .1. Be(-h- 
tel, of this city. .She was lieforcliiiu' 
known as the Pathfinder ruid was as good 
a schooner as any which sailed from this 
jKU-t. From the time she wiis si;;liti'd by 
tho .Vinoka, early iji October, IS'.IS, she 
was never heard of again unlil — if any 
credence can be placed on the Indian 
stoiy — till' iiresent. It may be, though, 
that the iiresent report of the tiiid is 
ba.sed on nothing more lliaii aiiollier 
vision of the 'West Coast "■.ieer." 

Those on the schooner when she 
lost were C'aiit. Locke, Ale.v. Mcl 
steward, ,Iohn llenes, W. Farrell, ,1 
Smith and twenty-four Indians.

Prom London Dally Mall. 

During the celebration that attended 
the coming of age of the German crown 
prince an opportunity was offered to the 
Aufitrian Kmperori Franz Josef, of wit- 
nessing interesting experiments at the ar- 
tillery range ut Intorboy, near Berlin. 

Like our own military authorities, tho 
Austrian Emperor and his etafC have not 
as yet faced the problem of the quick- 
firing field guu. Tho question of expense 
has delayed the Austi-ians, perhaps, more 
than doubts lis to the essential necessity 
of [lossessiiig such a weapon. 

Whilst Germany, the chief partner in 
the Triple Alliance, has at the present 
inomcnt 5-10 batteries, with 8,2-iO quick- 
firing guns, Austria remains conteut with 
au obsolete 15-pounder, of a class similar 
to our own. 

.-Vustria is now, however, to report bet- 
ter progress. 

Jeuterbog is a large Hat plain in Bran- 
detiliurg, liki" the fStciiilield near \'ienna, 
or our Long \'alley at -Vlih-rshot. It is 
;il miles in circuuifcreni e, and is dotted 
over with observation lowers, and 
iiiound-shcltei s In teleiihoiiic coinuiunica- 
tioii with the batteries at the tiring point 
on tile rAiige. 

The .leuterliog artillery school alTords 
llieorelical and practical instrm-tion. In 
18S".J the Prii.-ssian war oUlce issilt'd an 
order that every olllccr of artillery must 
attend its course. 

I'ive hundred regular olllceiii pass 
through the school yearly, and so scioutihc 
lias the study become, that the yearly 
course runs over two periods of four 
/nunths each. 

There are altogether nine batteries at 
the .leuterbog school, comprising guns of 
liosition, field pieera, and howitzers. The 
gunners, drivers and non-commissioned 
olllcers are chosen from tho service bat- 
teries for their ifitelligencc and skill, and 
the teams are of the betst horaoL'csh that 
the government can find. 

This degree of excellence is carefully 
maintained by the governmental artillery 
inciructors, in order that the ulllcer-stu- 
dents may have perfact assistance in 
their practical studies. 

Klllcieucy in drill, in range tinding, iu 
the accuracy of tire is, perhaiiri, no better 
attained tlian at our artillery s<-lio<>ls in 
Great Britain, The held guns, however, 
an.' of the latest (luick-firing pattern, the 
fusi-s of the shells burn for distances bu- 
yoiu! 4,000 yards, our own time limit, 
and the conditions of practice, as the ac- 
couipaiiying illustrations show, are made 
as near the "real thing" as possible. 

The method of oliservatioii from the 
bomb-proof shelter huts is perfect. The 
olllcers at the range where the instruc- 
tion batteries are liring obtain the result 
of each shell as it hursts. 

Sometimes, as tho picture shows, the 
hurricane of rapid shell lire is dirwled 
on the ■"Zicl-lJorf," or target village, lu 
a f.'W minutes it is in flames, and burns 
down, to be again rebuilt by the en- 
gineers. 

Our military eugineers know that their 
Ked Book is choked with the fullest de- 
tails as to putting -buildiniis in a state 
of defence, although the quick-firing 
field gun has proveTT that a village can 
be mode shambles in a few minutes, 
judicious concealment of infantry in 
erul qtiick-liriug batteries. 

Safety is ensured uowaduys by the 
judicious cosceu'lment of infantry in 
open spaces. 

When Kaiser Franz Josef — who de- 
lights to be on the manoeuvre field with 
Eoliliers— was present at Jueterbog, tho 
artillery fired 3,(KM) rounds at the various 
moving targets which represented hostile 
cavalry, ete., etc. The scene is pictured 
by a German eye-witness as follows: 

•• The telephonist at the battery Hliouts 
iiis verbal report to the officer in charge. 
' The instructors have given orders to 
the engineers in the machine house to 
.'<et in motion a cav.ilry sijundron for 
flank attack.' 

" Suddenly from tho edge of tho plain, 
on the road leading from the wood, ap- 
pear 27, dummy figures on gliding 
wooden sledges, drawn at a fast gallop 
by the wire rope over 900 yards long. 

" The stiff breeze and the unevennesa 
of tho ground seem to give the figures a 
life-like movement. 

" They move ii]) and down in their 
line; here they plunge heavily over a 
ditch. At times the movement looks, 
when the first shells splinter in front, as 
if the horses had swcrvc<l aside in fear. 

"A point only 400 yards off has to be 
reached by the daring riders, and the 
iittack on tho batteries has been success- 
ful. 

"A terrific fire now bursts from the 
battery on the right, for it has obtained 
the range accurately now. The battery 
on the left join.s in. Tho dummy squad- 
ron is torn to rags. Barely two minutes 
have elapsed since the riders appeared 
and passed out of view, anil the result 
afterwards showed SO per cent, of hits." 

Like ourselves, the Geriiiaiis have 
given keen atleiition to the (iiicstion of 
vcitical fire from llie field howitzer. 

(■ron.ie's defence in the bed of tlie 
Miiddi'r river al Paanleberg sliow-ed, 
however, that tlie advantages of vertical 
fire have In-en over-estimated. 

Our (!-inch (H.S-pound) shells during 
the ten days of Crouje's defonco did not 
seem to seriously disturb the Boors in 
Iheir cunningly contrived trenches. An 
iiit(diigeni sapper need not, therefore, 
worry over the additional troubles in- 
curred by vertical lire. 

The Irs.'soii tlie .Tueterbog school 
teaches is the nbsolute necessity of main- 
taining the elllcicncy of artillery olllcers 
during times of peace, and of constantly 
aiming at that standard of knowledge 
against which war brings no surprises.
